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Insurance Bill 
Compromise 
Fails in House

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — G»V. 


Orval E. Faubus' move to force 
out-of-slate insurance companies 
to invest in Arkansas was up to 
its neck in legislative hot water 
today. 


The House refused Tuesday to 


pass a compromise- investment 
bill and a poll of key members 
who voted against it indicated a 
scant chance of switching enough 
voles to get it through. 


The bills by Sen. Doug Bradley 


of Jonesboro and others got 62 
votes. Since it would increase the 
premium tax on companies which 
do not meet investment require- 
ments, it needed 75 votes to pass. 


Opponents to investment legis- 


lation predicted privately that 
Faubus would "turn on the heat" 
in the next few days in an effort 
to rescue the bill. Notice of re- 
consideration was given and it can 
be brought up again. 


Faubus has a good record of 


getting his legislation through on 
reconsideration even when it has 
been soundly beaten on the' first 
vote. His legislative aides can re- 
fer to the first roll call to see 
where they must change votes. 


The governor's forces have a 


club to use against opponents to 
the bill in the form of other pend- 
ing bills, some of which would 
need only 51 votes to pass, with 
the same intent. One of these 
would require a company to hv 
vest 75 per cent of all its Arkan- 
sas policy reserves or lose the 
right to do business in the state.

Faubus Claims 
Arkansans in 
Cuban Invasion 


LITTLE ROCK AP) - Gov. 


Orval E. Faubus disclosed today 
that Arkansas National Guards- 
men flew combat missions in the 
Cuban Bay of Pigs invasion. 
•He called the invasion "a dis- 
graceful chapter in American his- 
tory." 


Faubus said he has known since 


the invasion that the Arkansans 
were involved, but added that it 
had been top secret. 


"We had a 
dozen National 


Guardsmen 
in Nicaragua 
and 


some of them flew combat," Fau- 
bus said in a news conference. 
"We sent a plane down there. It 
was shot down." 


Brig.'Gen. Frank Bailey, chief 


of staff for Arkansas' Air Natinal 
Guard, said "I don't even know 
what he (Faubus) is t a l k i n g 
about." 


"The Air Guard did not 
have 


any planes involved," he said. If 
there was a plane from Arkansas, 
he said, "I would sure like to 
know about it."

Arkansans after being asked for 
^comment on the disclosure that 
four. Alabama Guardsmen"' were 
killed in the invasion. 


"This whole thing is a disgrace 


in American 
history," 
Faubus 


said. "They tried to recruit some 
'men in the North and couldn't do I 
it, so they 
came down South 


where they still have some pa- 
triotism and got volunteers among 
the National Guard." 


He said the men were recruited 


in the national interest, then left 
"hanging in mid-air" by the Ken- 
nedy administration. 


"If this thing doesn't beat him, 


nothing will," Faubus said heated- 
ly. He was referring to Kennedy's 
bid for re-election in 1964. 


The Arkansas Democrat today 


quoted a "high-ranking National 
.Guard officer" whom it did not 
name as saying some Arkansas 
Guardsmen trained the invaders.

Budget Cut 
Is Sought

WASHINGTON (AP)—Corigr'e'sY 


sional Republicans have charted a 
three-year 
budget-cutting 
cam- 


paign which Sen., Everett M. 
Dirksen hopes will yield an initial 
$5 billion saving. 


Dirksen, the Senate Republican 


leader, said in an interview Presi- 
dent Kennedy and Democratic con- 
gressional chieftains are "off the 
beam" in contending there is a 
GOP move to slash spending by 
$15 billion in the fiscal year start- 
ing July 1. 


"We have put no price tag on 


our economy program'," Dirksen 
said. "We are trying to go about 
it as scientifically as possible to 
make some substantial reductions 
in the budget over the next three 
years." 


Dirksen said that by paring es- 


tablished functions somewhat and 
by fighting against some of the 
new programs Kennedy is propos- 
ing, 
the Republicans hope to 


cut appropriations 
substantially 


enough to reflect a $5 billion sav- 
ing in actual expenditures. 


As an example, he said Repub- 


licans will kick off their driveTn 
the Senate Thursday with opposi- 
tion to a bill to provide for coordi- 
nation and development of state- 
federal outdoor recreation pro- 
grams. 


"This involves an outlay 
of 


about $60 million," Dirksen -said. 
"Some people might say that's a 
drop in the bucket. But if we can 
keep these drops from filling up 
the bucket until it runs over, we 
will have accomplished an objec- 
tive."

IRS Planning 
to Reorganize 
Dist. Offices 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Secrctary 


of the Treasury Douglas Dillon an- 
nounced today a reorganization of 
:hc 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service 


aimed at saving about $5 million a 
year in overhead and administra- 
tive costs. 


In the latter part of this year, 


operations will be trimmed in 12 
of the present 62 district offices. 
Starting next Jan. 1, four other 
district offices will be merged 
with counterparts in the same 
state. Field offices will be main- 
tained in cities affected by the 
mergers. 


As a result, Dillon said, IRS 


will be able to reduce its present 
nine regional offices to seven. The 
New York and Boston regions will 
consolidate in Boston. The Omaha 
and Chicago regions will DO .com- 
bined in Chicago.

As a further' consequence, IRS 


will have automatic date proces- 
sing service centers in seven in- 
stead of nine locations. 


District offices which in the fu- 


ture will count on larger IRS in? 
stallations nearby for expert and 
managerial help are those located 
at Aberdeen, S.D.; Fargo, NJD.;

Rail Unions 
and Carriers 
Call Meeting 


CHICAGO (AP)—Five railroad 


unions, representing 210,000 on- 
train employes and seeking to 
save the possible elimination of 
05,000 jobs, will meet with the na- 
tion's carriers next week in a 
climactic session of their long dis- 
pute over changes in work rules. 


The new bargaining talks were 


set for March 13 after the U.S. 
Supreme Court Monday upheld 
the right of the railroads to make 
sweeping changes in work rules 
to eliminate jobs regarded by the 
carriers as unnecessary. The lines 
claim what they term antiquated 
work rules cost them $600 million 
a year. 


A railroad spokesman and chief 


negotiator said the carriers will 
"move promptly as possible" to 
make the work rules changes. HP 
added he was 
confident 
there 


would be no national rail strike 


But spokesmen for two brother- 


hoods warned of a possible strike 
if the railroads put the changes 
into effect before an agreement 
can be^ reached. 


The new talks in Chicago will 


deal with the proposed elimination 
of 
about 
40,000 firemen 
from 


diesel locomotives in freight and 
yard service. The Association of 
American Railroads said if this 
issue is settled, other points re« 
lating to a drastic revision in pay 
structure and make-up crews will 
be discussed. 


The five unions—trainmen, fire- 


men, engineers, conductors and 
switchmen who run trains on 195 
railroads—contend the work rules 
would eliminate some 65,000 work- 
ers, 
including 40,000 
firemen. 


They maintain that the present 
work rules and the jobs they pro- 
vide are necessary for safe and 
efficient operation of trains. 


Chairman Leverett Edwards of 


the National Mediation Board said 
that if no agreement is reached 
at the new bargaining sessions 
and a strike is called, a new 
presidential emergency board wiD 
be named to study the dispute. 
That would automatically delay 
both a strike and the carrying out 
of the rules changes for at least 
60 days. 


J. E. Wolfe, chairman of the 


National Railway Labor Confer- 
ence and chief negotiator for the 
carriers, said that "certainly the 
union 
leaders 
know that 
this 


country can and will not stand for 
a nationwide railroad strike." 


The Supreme Court's ruling by 


an 8-0 vote upheld the U.S., Dis- 
trict Court and the U.S. Circuit 
Court in Chicago which ruled last 
summer that the railroads have a 
right to overhaul the work rules. 


The work rules changes, an- 


nounced last summer by the rail- 
roads, are based on recommenda- 
tions of a study commission ap- 
pointed 
in 
1960 by 
President 


Dwight D. Eisenhower.
